Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2
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SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE AND TABLE OF CONTENTS. 1

(a) SHORT TITLE.—This Act may be cited as the 2

‘‘Green Resources for Energy Efficient Neighborhoods Act 3

of 2008’’ or the ‘‘GREEN Act of 2008’’. 4

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SEC. 2. MINIMUM HUD ENERGY EFFICIENCY STANDARDS 1

AND STANDARDS FOR ADDITIONAL CREDIT. 2

(a) MINIMUM HUD STANDARD.— 3

(1) RESIDENTIAL STRUCTURES.—A residential 4

single family or multifamily structure shall be con-5

sidered to comply with the energy efficiency require-6

ments under this subsection if— 7

(A) the structure complies with the appli-8

cable provisions of the American Society of 9

Heating, Refrigerating, and Air-Conditioning 10

Engineers Standard 90.1–2007, as such stand-11

ard is in effect for purposes of this section pur-12

suant subsection (c); 13

(B) the structure complies with the appli-14

cable provisions of the 2006 International En-15

ergy Conservation Code, as such standard is in 16

effect for purposes of this section pursuant sub-17

section (c); 18

(C) in the case only of an existing struc-19

ture, the energy consumption for the structure 20

has been reduced by at least 30 percent from 21

the previous level of consumption, as deter-22

mined in accordance with energy audits per-23

formed both before and after any rehabilitation 24

or improvements undertaken to reduce such 25

consumption; or 26
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(D) the structure complies with the appli-1

cable provisions of such other energy efficiency 2

requirements, standards, checklists, or ratings 3

systems as the Secretary may, by regulation, 4

adopt and apply, for purposes of this section for 5

specific types of residential single family or 6

multifamily structures or otherwise, except that 7

the Secretary shall make a determination re-8

garding whether to adopt and apply any such 9

requirements, standards, checklists, or rating 10

system for purposes of this section not later 11

than the expiration of the 180-day period begin-12

ning upon submission of any written request, 13

made in such form as the Secretary shall pro-14

vide, for such adoption and application. 15

(2) NONRESIDENTIAL STRUCTURES.—The Sec-16

retary of Housing and Urban Development shall, by 17

regulation, identify and adopt, for purposes of this 18

section, energy efficiency requirements, standards, 19

checklists, or rating systems applicable to nonresi-20

dential structures. A nonresidential structure shall 21

be considered to comply with the energy efficiency 22

requirements under this subsection if the structure 23

complies with the applicable provisions of any such 24

energy efficiency requirements, standards, checklist, 25
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or rating systems identified and adopted by the Sec-1

retary pursuant to this paragraph, as such stand-2

ards are in effect for purposes of this section pursu-3

ant to subsection (c). 4

(b) ADDITIONAL CREDIT FOR FURTHER COMPLI-5

ANCE WITH ENERGY EFFICIENCY AND CONSERVATION 6

OR GREEN BUILDING STANDARDS.— 7

(1) IN GENERAL.—In addition to compliance 8

with the energy efficiency requirements under sub-9

section (a), a residential or nonresidential structure 10

shall be considered to comply with the energy effi-11

ciency and conservation standards under this sub-12

section, or with the green building standards under 13

this subsection, to the extent that such structure 14

complies with the applicable provisions of the stand-15

ards under in paragraph (2) or (3), respectively (as 16

such standards are in effect for purposes of this sec-17

tion, pursuant to subsection (c)), in a manner that 18

is not required for compliance with the energy effi-19

ciency requirements under subsection (a). 20

(2) ENERGY EFFICIENCY AND CONSERVATION 21

STANDARDS.—The energy efficiency and conserva-22

tion standards under this paragraph are as follows: 23

(A) RESIDENTIAL STRUCTURES.—With re-24

spect to residential structures: 25
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(i) NEW CONSTRUCTION.—For new 1

construction, the Energy Star standards 2

establish by the Environmental Protection 3

Agency, as such standards are in effect for 4

purposes of this subsection pursuant to 5

subsection (c); 6

(ii) EXISTING STRUCTURES.—For ex-7

isting structures, a reduction in energy 8

consumption from the previous level of 9

consumption for the structure, as deter-10

mined in accordance with energy audits 11

performed both before and after any reha-12

bilitation or improvements undertaken to 13

reduce such consumption, that exceeds the 14

reduction necessary for compliance with 15

the energy efficiency requirement under 16

subsection (a)(1)(C). 17

(B) NONRESIDENTIAL STRUCTURES.— 18

With respect to nonresidential structures, such 19

energy efficiency and conservation require-20

ments, standards, checklists, or rating systems 21

for nonresidential structures as the Secretary 22

shall, by regulation, identify and adopt, for pur-23

poses of this paragraph. 24
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(3) GREEN BUILDING STANDARDS.—The green 1

building standards under this paragraph are as fol-2

lows: 3

(A) The national Green Communities cri-4

teria checklist for residential construction that 5

provides criteria for the design, development, 6

and operation of affordable housing, as such 7

checklist is in effect for purposes of this section 8

pursuant to subsection (c). 9

(B) The Gold Version of the LEED for 10

New Construction rating system, the LEED for 11

Core and Shell rating system, the LEED for 12

Commercial Interiors rating system, as applica-13

ble, as such systems are in effect for purposes 14

of this section pursuant to subsection (c). 15

(C) The Green Globes assessment and rat-16

ing system of the Green Buildings Initiative. 17

(D) For manufactured housing, the most 18

recent version of the National Fire Protection 19

Association standard 501, and energy star rat-20

ing with respect to fixtures, appliances, and 21

equipment in such housing, as such standard is 22

in effect for purposes of this section pursuant 23

to subsection (c). 24
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(E) Any other requirements, standards, 1

checklists, or rating systems for green building 2

or sustainability as the Secretary may, by regu-3

lation, identify and adopt for purposes of this 4

paragraph, except that the Secretary shall make 5

a determination regarding whether to adopt and 6

apply any such requirements, standards, check-7

list, or rating system for purposes of this sec-8

tion not later than the expiration of the 180- 9

day period beginning upon submission of any 10

written request, made in such form as the Sec-11

retary shall provide, for such adoption and ap-12

plication. 13

(4) GREEN BUILDING.—For purposes of this 14

subsection, the term ‘‘green building’’ means, with 15

respect to standards for structures, standards to re-16

quire use of sustainable design principles to reduce 17

the use of nonrenewable resources, minimize the im-18

pact of development on the environment, and to im-19

prove indoor air quality. 20

(5) ENERGY AUDITS.—The Secretary of Hous-21

ing and Urban Development, in consultation with 22

any advisory committees established pursuant to sec-23

tion 3(c)(2) of this Act, shall establish standards 24
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and requirements for energy audits for purposes of 1

paragraph (2)(A)(ii). 2

(c) APPLICABILITY AND UPDATING OF STAND-3

ARDS.— 4

(1) APPLICABILITY.—Except as provided in 5

paragraph (2), the requirements, standards, check-6

lists, and rating systems referred to in subsections 7

(a) and (b) that are in effect for purposes of this 8

section are such requirements, standards, checklists, 9

and systems are as in existence upon the date of the 10

enactment of this Act. 11

(2) UPDATING.—The Secretary may, by regula-12

tion, adopt and apply, for purposes of this section, 13

future amendments and supplements to, and editions 14

of, the requirements, standards, checklists, and rat-15

ing systems referred to in subsections (a) and (b). 16

SEC. 3. ENERGY EFFICIENCY AND CONSERVATION DEM-17

ONSTRATION PROGRAM FOR MULTIFAMILY 18

HOUSING PROJECTS ASSISTED WITH 19

PROJECT-BASED RENTAL ASSISTANCE. 20

(a) AUTHORITY.—The Secretary of Housing and 21

Urban Development shall conduct a program to dem-22

onstrate the effectiveness of funding a portion of the costs 23

of carrying out energy efficiency and conservation and 24

green building measures for multifamily housing projects 25
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for which project-based rental assistance is provided under 1

a covered multifamily assistance program by providing ad-2

ditional adjustments in maximum monthly rents, addi-3

tional project rental assistance, or additional assistance 4

under the Native American Housing Assistance and Self- 5

Determination Act of 1996, for dwelling units in such 6

projects that are provided such assistance. 7

(b) GOALS.—The demonstration program under this 8

section shall be carried out in a manner that— 9

(1) protects the financial interests of the Fed-10

eral Government; 11

(2) reduces the proportion of funds provided by 12

the Federal Government and by owners and resi-13

dents of multifamily housing projects that are used 14

for costs of utilities for the projects; 15

(3) encourages energy efficiency and conserva-16

tion by owners and residents of multifamily housing 17

projects and installation of renewable energy im-18

provements, such as improvements providing for use 19

of solar, wind, geothermal, or biomass energy 20

sources; 21

(4) creates incentives for project owners to 22

carry out such energy efficiency renovations and im-23

provements by allowing a portion of the savings in 24

operating costs resulting from such renovations and 25
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improvements to be retained by the project owner, 1

notwithstanding otherwise applicable limitations on 2

dividends; 3

(5) promotes the installation, in existing resi-4

dential buildings, of energy-efficient and cost-effec-5

tive improvements and renewable energy improve-6

ments, such as improvements providing for use of 7

solar, wind, geothermal, or biomass energy sources; 8

(6) tests the efficacy of a variety of energy effi-9

ciency measures for multifamily housing projects of 10

various sizes and in various geographic locations; 11

(7) tests methods for addressing the various, 12

and often competing, incentives that impede owners 13

and residents of multifamily housing projects from 14

working together to achieve energy efficiency or con-15

servation; and 16

(8) creates a database of energy efficiency and 17

conservation, and renewable energy, techniques, en-18

ergy savings management practices, and energy effi-19

ciency and conservation financing vehicles. 20

(c) APPROACHES.—In carrying out the demonstra-21

tion program under this section, the Secretary may— 22

(1) enter into agreements with the Building 23

America Program of the Department of Energy, the 24

Partnership for Advancing Technology in Housing of 25

the Department of Housing and Urban Develop-1

ment, and other consensus committees under which 2

such programs, partnerships, or committees assume 3

some or all of the functions, obligations, and benefits 4

of the Secretary with respect to energy savings; 5

(2) establish advisory committees to advise the 6

Secretary and any such third party partners on tech-7

nological and other developments in the area of en-8

ergy efficiency and the creation of an energy effi-9

ciency and conservation credit facility and other fi-10

nancing opportunities, which committees shall in-11

clude representatives of homebuilders, realtors, non-12

profit housing organizations, environmental protec-13

tion organizations, renewable energy organizations, 14

and advocacy organizations for the elderly and per-15

sons with disabilities; 16

(3) approve, for a period not to exceed 10 17

years, additional adjustments in the maximum 18

monthly rents, additional project rental assistance, 19

or additional assistance under the Native American 20

Housing Assistance and Self-Determination Act of 21

1996, as applicable, for dwelling units in multifamily 22

housing projects that are provided project-based 23

rental assistance under a covered multifamily assist-24

ance program, in such amounts as may be necessary 25
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to amortize a portion of the cost of energy efficiency 1

and conservation measures for such projects; 2

(4) develop a competitive process for the award 3

of such additional assistance for multifamily housing 4

projects seeking to implement energy efficiency, re-5

newable energy sources, or conservation measures; 6

and 7

(5) waive or modify any existing statutory or 8

regulatory provision that would otherwise impair the 9

implementation or effectiveness of the demonstration 10

program under this section, including provisions re-11

lating to methods for rent adjustments, com-12

parability standards, maximum rent schedules, and 13

utility allowances, except that the Secretary may not 14

waive any statutory or regulatory requirement relat-15

ing to fair housing, nondiscrimination, labor stand-16

ards, or the environment. 17

(d) REQUIREMENT.—During the 3-year period begin-18

ning upon the date of the enactment of this Act, the Sec-19

retary shall carry out demonstration programs under this 20

section with respect to not fewer than 50,000 dwelling 21

units. 22

(e) SELECTION.— 23

(1) SCOPE.—In order to provide a broad and 24

representative profile for use in designing a program 25
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which can become operational and effective nation-1

wide, the Secretary shall carry out the demonstra-2

tion program under this section with respect to 3

dwelling units located in a wide variety of geographic 4

areas and project types assisted by the various cov-5

ered multifamily assistance programs and using a 6

variety of energy efficiency and conservation and 7

funding techniques to reflect differences in climate, 8

types of dwelling units and technical and scientific 9

methodologies, and financing options. The Secretary 10

shall ensure that the geographic areas included in 11

the demonstration program include dwelling units on 12

Indian lands (as such term is defined in section 13

2601 of the Energy Policy Act of 1992 (25 U.S.C. 14

3501). 15

(2) PRIORITY.—The Secretary shall provide pri-16

ority for selection for participation in the program 17

under this section based on the extent to which, as 18

a result of assistance provided under the program 19

for the multifamily housing project, the project will 20

comply with— 21

(A) the energy efficiency standard under 22

section 2(a); and 23
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(B) the energy efficiency and conservation 1

standards, and the green building standards, 2

under section 2(b) of such Act. 3

(f) USE OF EXISTING PARTNERSHIPS.—The Sec-4

retary shall— 5

(1) utilize the Partnership for Advancing Tech-6

nology in Housing of the Department of Housing 7

and Urban Development to the extent feasible in 8

carrying out this section and to provide education 9

and outreach regarding the program under this sec-10

tion; and 11

(2) consult with the Secretary of Energy, the 12

Administrator of the Environmental Protection 13

Agency, and the Secretary of the Army regarding 14

utilizing the Building America Program of the De-15

partment of Energy, the Energy Star Program, and 16

the Army Corps of Engineers, respectively, to the ex-17

tent feasible in carrying out this section and to pro-18

vide education and outreach regarding the program 19

under this section. 20

(g) REPORTS.— 21

(1) ANNUAL.—During the 3-year period begin-22

ning upon the date of the enactment of this Act, the 23

Secretary shall submit a report to the Congress an-24
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nually that describes and assesses the demonstration 1

program under this section. 2

(2) FINAL.—Not later than six months after 3

the expiration of the 3-year period described in sub-4

section (d), the Secretary shall submit a final report 5

to the Congress assessing the demonstration pro-6

gram, which— 7

(A) shall assess the potential for expanding 8

the demonstration program on a nationwide 9

basis; and 10

(B) shall include descriptions of— 11

(i) the size of each multifamily hous-12

ing project for which assistance was pro-13

vided under the program; 14

(ii) the geographic location of each 15

project assisted, by State and region; 16

(iii) the criteria used to select the 17

projects for which assistance is provided 18

under the program; 19

(iv) the energy efficiency and con-20

servation measures and financing sources 21

used for each project that is assisted under 22

the program; 23

(v) the difference, before and during 24

participation in the demonstration pro-25
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gram, in the amount of the monthly assist-1

ance payments under the covered multi-2

family assistance program for each project 3

assisted under the program; 4

(vi) the average length of the term of 5

the such assistance provided under the 6

program for a project; 7

(vii) the aggregate amount of savings 8

generated by the demonstration program 9

and the amount of savings expected to be 10

generated by the program over time on a 11

per-unit and aggregate program basis; 12

(viii) the functions performed in con-13

nection with the implementation of the 14

demonstration program that were trans-15

ferred or contracted out to any third par-16

ties; 17

(ix) an evaluation of the overall suc-18

cesses and failures of the demonstration 19

program; and 20

(x) recommendations for any actions 21

to be taken as a result of the such suc-22

cesses and failures. 23
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(3) CONTENTS.—Each annual report pursuant 1

to paragraph (1) and the final report pursuant to 2

paragraph (2) shall include— 3

(A) a description of the status of each mul-4

tifamily housing project selected for participa-5

tion in the demonstration program under this 6

section; and 7

(B) findings from the program and rec-8

ommendations for any legislative actions. 9

(h) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this section, the 10

following definitions shall apply: 11

(1) COVERED MULTIFAMILY ASSISTANCE PRO-12

GRAM.—The term ‘‘covered multifamily assistance 13

program’’ means— 14

(A) the program under section 8 of the 15

United States Housing Act of 1937 (42 U.S.C. 16

1437f) for project-based rental assistance; 17

(B) the program under section 202 of the 18

Housing Act of 1959 (12 U.S.C. 1701q) for as-19

sistance for supportive housing for the elderly; 20

(C) the program under section 811 of the 21

Cranston-Gonzalez National Affordable Hous-22

ing Act (42 U.S.C. 8013) for supportive hous-23

ing for persons with disabilities; and 24
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(D) the program for assistance under the 1

Native American Housing Assistance and Self- 2

Determination Act of 1996 (25 U.S.C. 4111). 3

(2) SECRETARY.—The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means 4

the Secretary of Housing and Urban Development. 5

(i) REGULATIONS.—Not later than the expiration of 6

the 180-day period beginning on the date of the enactment 7

of this Act, the Secretary shall issue any regulations nec-8

essary to carry out this section. 9

SEC. 4. ADDITIONAL CREDIT FOR FANNIE MAE AND 10

FREDDIE MAC HOUSING GOALS FOR ENERGY 11

EFFICIENT MORTGAGES. 12

Section 1336(a) of the Housing and Community De-13

velopment Act of 1992 (12 U.S.C. 4566(a)) is amended— 14

(1) in paragraph (2), by inserting ‘‘, except as 15

provided in paragraph (4),’’ after ‘‘which’’; and 16

(2) by adding at the end the following new 17

paragraph: 18

‘‘(5) ADDITIONAL CREDIT.— 19

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—In assigning credit to-20

ward achievement under this section of the 21

housing goals for mortgage purchase activities 22

of the enterprises, the Director shall assign— 23

‘‘(i) more than 125 percent credit, for 24

such purchases that both— 25
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‘‘(I) comply with the require-1

ments of such goals; and 2

‘‘(II) support housing that meets 3

the energy efficiency standards under 4

section 2(a) of the Green Resources 5

for Energy Efficient Neighborhoods 6

Act of 2008; and 7

‘‘(ii) credit in addition to credit under 8

clause (i), for purchases that both— 9

‘‘(I) comply with the require-10

ments of such goals, and 11

‘‘(II) support housing that com-12

plies with the energy efficiency and 13

conservation standards, or the green 14

building standards, under section 2(b) 15

of such Act, or both, 16

and such additional credit shall be given 17

based on the extent to which the housing 18

supported with such purchases complies 19

with such standards. 20

‘‘(B) TREATMENT OF ADDITIONAL CRED-21

IT.—The availability of additional credit under 22

this paragraph shall not be used to increase any 23

housing goal, subgoal, or target established 24

under this subpart.’’. 25
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SEC. 5. AUTHORITY OF HOUSING-RELATED GOVERNMENT- 1

SPONSORED ENTERPRISES WITH RESPECT 2

TO ENERGY-EFFICIENT AND LOCATION-EFFI-3

CIENT MORTGAGES AND REPORTING. 4

(a) FANNIE MAE PURCHASE AUTHORITY.—The Fed-5

eral National Mortgage Association Charter Act is amend-6

ed— 7

(1) in section 302(b) (12 U.S.C. 1717(b)), by 8

adding at the end the following new paragraph: 9

‘‘(7) The mortgages specified in this subsection that 10

the corporation is authorized to purchase, sell, service, 11

lend on the security of, and otherwise deal in, shall include 12

any such mortgages that are energy-efficient mortgages 13

or location-efficient mortgages (as such terms are defined 14

in section 1334A of Housing and Community Develop-15

ment Act of 1992).’’; and 16

(2) in section 309 (12 U.S.C. 1723a)— 17

(A) in subsection (m)— 18

(i) in paragraph (1)— 19

(I) by redesignating subpara-20

graphs (D) and (E) as subparagraphs 21

(E) and (F), respectively; and 22

(II) by inserting after subpara-23

graph (C) the following new subpara-24

graph: 25
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‘‘(D) whether a particular mortgage purchased 1

is an energy-efficient or location-efficient mortgage 2

(as such terms are defined in section 1334A of 3

Housing and Community Development Act of 4

1992);’’; and 5

(ii) in paragraph (2)(D), by inserting 6

before the closing parenthesis the fol-7

lowing: ‘‘, and whether the mortgage is an 8

energy-efficient or location-efficient mort-9

gage (as such terms are defined in section 10

1334A of Housing and Community Devel-11

opment Act of 1992)’’; and 12

(B) in subsection (n)(2)(C), by inserting 13

before the semicolon the following: ‘‘and the ex-14

tent to which the mortgages on single family 15

and multifamily housing purchased by the cor-16

poration are energy-efficient or location efficient 17

mortgages (as such terms are defined in section 18

1334A of Housing and Community Develop-19

ment Act of 1992)’’. 20

(b) FREDDIE MAC PURCHASE AUTHORITY.—The 21

Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corporation Act is amend-22

ed— 23

(1) in section 305(a) (12 U.S.C. 1454), by add-24

ing at the end the following new paragraph: 25
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‘‘(6) The mortgages specified in this subsection that 1

the Corporation is authorized to purchase, sell, service, 2

lend on the security of, and otherwise deal in, shall include 3

any such mortgages that are energy-efficient mortgages 4

or location-efficient mortgages (as such terms are defined 5

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‘‘(C) neighborhood planning in a manner 1

that is consistent with environmental regula-2

tions, plans, and tree ordinances; 3

‘‘(D) green building principles that in-4

crease the efficiency of buildings and their use 5

of energy, water, and materials, and minimize 6

building impacts on human health and the envi-7

ronment, through better siting, design, con-8

struction, operation, maintenance, and speci-9

fication of materials that have no added known 10

carcinogens that are classified as Group 1 11

Known Carcinogens by the International Agen-12

cy for Research on Cancer and whose manufac-13

turing processes are exempt from Environ-14

mental Protection Agency regulations limiting 15

manufacturing emissions of hazardous air pol-16

lutants listed in section 112(b) of the Clean Air 17

Act (42 U.S.C. 7412(b)), especially hazardous 18

air pollutants that are classified as such Group 19

1 Known Carcinogens; 20

‘‘(E) generation and distribution of renew-21

able energy; 22

‘‘(F) creation of employment opportunities 23

in positions that involve the design, manufac-24

ture, installation, operation, or maintenance of 25
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renewable energy and energy efficiency tech-1

nologies and landscaping or by companies or or-2

ganizations whose mission or purpose is to im-3

prove environmental quality; or 4

‘‘(G) funding for energy-conserving and 5

clean energy technologies. 6

‘‘(2) TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE.—To encourage 7

and facilitate activities described in subparagraphs 8

(A) through (F) of paragraph (1), each appropriate 9

Federal financial supervisory agency, the Secretary 10

of Energy, the Secretary of Housing and Urban De-11

velopment, and the Secretary of Agriculture shall 12

make available and provide technical assistance to fi-13

nancial institutions in carrying out or providing such 14

activities.’’. 15

SEC. 21. CONSIDERATION OF ENERGY-EFFICIENCY IM-16

PROVEMENTS IN APPRAISALS. 17

(a) APPRAISALS IN CONNECTION WITH FEDERALLY 18

RELATED TRANSACTIONS.— 19

(1) REQUIREMENT.—Section 1110 of the Fi-20

nancial Institutions Reform, Recovery, and Enforce-21

ment Act of 1989 (12 U.S.C. 3339) is amended— 22

(A) in paragraph (1), by striking ‘‘and’’ at 23

the end; 24
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(B) by redesignating paragraph (2) as 1

paragraph (3); and 2

(C) by inserting after paragraph (1) the 3

following new paragraph: 4

‘‘(2) that such appraisals be performed in ac-5

cordance with appraisal standards that require, in 6

determining the value of a property, consideration of 7

any renewable energy sources for, or energy-effi-8

ciency or energy-conserving improvements or fea-9

tures of, the property; and’’.

SEC. 24. REVOLVING FUND FOR LOANS TO STATES AND IN-17

DIAN TRIBES TO CARRY OUT RENEWABLE EN-18

ERGY SOURCES ACTIVITIES. 19

(a) ESTABLISHMENT OF FUND.—There is estab-20

lished in the Treasury of the United States a revolving 21

fund, to be known as the ‘‘Alternative Energy Sources 22

State Revolving Fund’’. 23

(b) CREDITS.—The Fund shall be credited with— 24
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(1) any amounts appropriated to the Fund pur-1

suant to subsection (g); 2

(2) any amounts of principal and interest from 3

loan repayments received by the Secretary pursuant 4

to subsection (d)(7); and 5

(3) any interest earned on investments of 6

amounts in the Fund pursuant to subsection (e). 7

(c) EXPENDITURES.— 8

(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to paragraph (2), on 9

request by the Secretary of Housing and Urban De-10

velopment, the Secretary of the Treasury shall 11

transfer from the Fund to the Secretary such 12

amounts as the Secretary determines are necessary 13

to provide loans under subsection (d)(1). 14

(2) ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES.—Of the 15

amounts in the Fund, not more than 5 percent shall 16

be available for each fiscal year to pay the adminis-17

trative expenses of the Department of Housing and 18

Urban Development to carry out this section. 19

(d) LOANS TO STATES AND INDIAN TRIBES.— 20

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall use 21

amounts in the Fund to provide loans to States and 22

Indian tribes to provide incentives to owners of sin-23

gle-family and multifamily housing, commercial 24

properties, and public buildings to provide— 25
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(A) renewable energy sources for such 1

structures, such as wind, wave, solar, biomass, 2

or geothermal energy sources, including incen-3

tives to companies and business to change their 4

source of energy to such renewable energy 5

sources and for changing the sources of energy 6

for public buildings to such renewable energy 7

sources; 8

(B) energy efficiency and energy con-9

serving improvements and features for such 10

structures; or 11

(C) infrastructure related to the delivery of 12

electricity and hot water for structures lacking 13

such amenities. 14

(2) ELIGIBILITY.—To be eligible to receive a 15

loan under this subsection, a State or Indian tribe, 16

through an appropriate State or tribal agency, shall 17

submit to the Secretary an application at such time, 18

in such manner, and containing such information as 19

the Secretary may require. 20

(3) CRITERIA FOR APPROVAL.—The Secretary 21

may approve an application of a State or Indian 22

tribe under paragraph (2) only if the Secretary de-23

termines that the State or tribe will use the funds 24

from the loan under this subsection to carry out a 25
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program to provide incentives described in para-1

graph (1) that— 2

(A) requires that any such renewable en-3

ergy sources, and energy efficiency and energy 4

conserving improvements and features, devel-5

oped pursuant to assistance under the program 6

result in compliance of the structure so im-7

proved with the energy efficiency requirements 8

under section 2(a) of the Green Resources for 9

Energy Efficient Neighborhoods Act of 2008; 10

and 11

(B) includes such compliance and audit re-12

quirements as the Secretary determines are nec-13

essary to ensure that the program is operated 14

in a sound and effective manner. 15

(4) PREFERENCE.—In making loans during 16

each fiscal year, the Secretary shall give preference 17

to States and Indian tribes that have not previously 18

received a loan under this subsection. 19

(5) MAXIMUM AMOUNT.—The aggregate out-20

standing principal amount from loans under this 21

subsection to any single State or Indian tribe may 22

not exceed $500,000,000. 23

(6) LOAN TERMS.—Each loan under this sub-24

section shall have a term to maturity of not more 25
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than 10 years and shall bear interest at annual rate, 1

determined by the Secretary, that shall not exceed 2

interest rate charged by the Federal Reserve Bank 3

of New York to commercial banks and other deposi-4

tory institutions for very short-term loans under the 5

primary credit program, as most recently published 6

in the Federal Reserve Statistical Release on se-7

lected interest rates (daily or weekly), and commonly 8

referred to as the H.15 release, preceding the date 9

of a determination for purposes of applying this 10

paragraph. 11

(7) LOAN REPAYMENT.—The Secretary shall 12

require full repayment of each loan made under this 13

section. 14

(e) INVESTMENT OF AMOUNTS.— 15

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of the Treas-16

ury shall invest such amounts in the Fund that are 17

not, in the judgment of the Secretary of the Treas-18

ury, required to meet needs for current withdrawals. 19

(2) OBLIGATIONS OF UNITED STATES.—Invest-20

ments may be made only in interest-bearing obliga-21

tions of the United States. 22

(f) REPORTS.— 23

(1) REPORTS TO SECRETARY.—For each year 24

during the term of a loan made under subsection 25
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(d), the State or Indian tribe that received the loan 1

shall submit to the Secretary a report describing the 2

State or tribal alternative energy sources program 3

for which the loan was made and the activities con-4

ducted under the program using the loan funds dur-5

ing that year. 6

(2) REPORT TO CONGRESS.—Not later than 7

September 30 of each year that loans made under 8

subsection (d) are outstanding, the Secretary shall 9

submit a report to the Congress describing the total 10

amount of such loans provided under subsection (d) 11

to each eligible State and Indian tribe during the fis-12

cal year ending on such date, and an evaluation on 13

effectiveness of the Fund.

authorized to be appropriated to the Fund 16

‘‘(C) information including eligibility infor-17

mation about, and contact information for, any 18

conservation or renewable energy programs, 19

grants, or loans offered by the Secretary of 20

‘‘(D) information including eligibility infor-23

mation about, and contact information for, any 24
